OR SHOCKING" IN IAPAN. 

JOCS CULLISON IN TOKYO SPOTLIGHTS SONY, SEES FIRM 
"MAXIMIZING SALES" TO OVERCOME IMPACT OF INFLATION, 

RECESSION AND HIGHER COST OF RAW MATERIALS. EXPORTS 
GREW 34 PERCENT LAST YEAR, BUT COMPANY EXECS EXPECT 
DIFFICULTIES THIS YEAR, UNTIL CONSUMER SPENDING 
RESURGES IN SUCH MAJOR MARKETS AS US. 

5. THAILAND 

ASSEMBLY NAMED DEMOCRATIC PARTY LEADER SENI PRAMOJ 
PREMIER BY VOICE VOTE THURSDAY, DEFEATING CHATICHAI 
CHOONHAYAN OF THAI NATIONAL PARTY BY 81 VOTES (GLOBE); 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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133-52 VOTE GIVES SENI TWO LESS THAN ABSOLUTE MAJORITY 
IN 269 SEAT ASSEMBLY, AS 38 ABSTAIN, 46 ABSENT 
(REUTER, WP). 

6. PHILIPPINES 

UPI (WASHINGTON) CITES DOS SOURCE SAYING US HAS NOT 
RECEIVED GOP REQUEST FOR MILITARY AID, BUT DECLINING 
COMMENT ON MARCOS STATEMENT EARLIER THAT GOP MADE 
REPEATED REQUESTS TO US FOR MIL AID TO QUELL MOSLEM 
REBELLION. 

NYT (MANILA) REPORTS GOP HALTED ALL SUGAR SALES 
WEDNESDAY, TO INVENTORY STOCKS OF MAIN SOURCE OF 
EXPORT EARNINGS. NEW CONTROLS INSPIRED BY 
DISCOVERY 100,000 TONS SMUGGLED OUT OF COUNTRY 
TO BYPASS OOP PRICING POLICIES. MANILA ALSO 
PROTESTS TO AMEMBASSY THAT TWO BIG US BASES BUY 
SUGAR FROM PHIL SUPPLIERS, INSTEAD OF US. 

7. AUSTRALIA 

WP'S SWEENEY IN SYDNEY SAYS AUSSIES MAY FACE NEW 
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ELECTION BECAUSE STATE PM WON'T FOLLOW POLITICAL 
TRADITION OF NAMING SUCCESSOR TO SENATE SEAT FROM 
SAME PARTY THAT VACATED IT. PROBLEM AROSE 
WHEN WHITLAM PICKED LABOR SEN FOR SUPREME COURT. 
MISTAKENLY ASSUMING LIBERAL PM IN NSW WOULD FILL 
VACANT SEAT FROM LABOR PARTY - BUT HE SAYS HE WONT. 

IF HE DOESN'T, CONSERVATIVES WILL OUTNUMBER LABOR 
N SENATE, 30-28, AND COULD PASS BILLS INSTEAD 
OF BLOCKING THEM BY TIE VOTE. WHITLAM SAID READY 
TO RESUBMIT BILL REJECTED EARLIER , AS "TOO RADICAL." 

AND IF IT FAILS AGAIN WOULD BE FREE TO DISSOLVE HOUSE 
ONLY, OR BOTH HOUSE AND SENATE, FOR NEW ELECTIONS. 

COMMENT AND ANALYSIS 

8. INDOCHINA 

ANTHONY LEWIS (NYT), IN ARTICLE ENTITLED "MR. KISSINGER'S 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WAR: II," ASKS WHY HAK SO DETERMINED TO HOLD BACK 
PROCESS OF POLITICAL CHANGE AND ACCOMMODATION IN SVN, 

AND TO SUPPORT THIEU’S REFUSAL TO CARRY OUT C-F 
POLITICAL TERMS. SAYS ANSWER GOES BACK TO 1969 SECRET 
MEETINGS WITH USSR AMBASSADOR IN WHICH HAK MADE CLEAR 
SOVIETS WERE EXPECTED TO HELP ACHIEVE VN SETTLEMENT 
LEAVING GVN IN POWER AS PART OF PRICE FOR DETENTE. 

RUSSIANS IMPLICITLY ACCEPTED, BUT FAILED TO FORCE 
HANOI INTO SETTLEMENT AGREEABLE TO HAK; THEN TOLERATED 
HARSH US MEASURES AGAINST NVN. LEWIS SAYS THIS 
BACKGROUND MAKES CLEAR HAK HAS MADE ANTI-COMMUNIST 
GOVTS IN SVN AND IN CAMBODIA "SYMBOL OF MANHOOD" IN 
HIS DIPLOMACY; IF WE PERMIT CHANGE THAT WE TOLD 
RUSSIANS WE WOULDN'T, THEY WILL NOT TAKE US SERIOUSLY 
ON ANY ISSUE. SECSTATE ARGUES GVN TOO WEAK TO NEGOTIATE 
NOW, AND IN PRIVATE MAKES NO PRETENSE GVN CAN REGAIN 
MIL AND POLITICAL STRENGTH IT HAD TWO YRS AGO. 

LEWIS OPINES THAT STRIKING FEATURE OF HAK POSITION 
IS HOW LITTLE IT HAS TO DO WITH WISHES OF VIETS OR 
KHMERS. ANOTHER NOTABLE ASPECT IS HOW COMMITMENT 
TO PARTICULAR OUTCOME IN VN AND CAMBODIA, OBTAINABLE 
ONLY BY PERPETUAL WAR, CONFLICTS WITH IMAGE HAK CONVEYED 
TO DOVES OVER YEARS AS ONE WHO WANTED TO END 
FIGHTING. THIRD STRIKING THING IS THAHAK DECISION 
TO MAKE VN HIS SYMBOL OF STRENGTH WAS TAKEN WITHOUT 
LONSULTING CONGRESS, OR INFORMING IT OF HIS TRUE 
THINKING. BELIEVES RESENTMENT AT DECEPTION IS 
CATCHING UP WITH SECSTATE; QUOTES SEN STEVENSON 
TO THIS EFFECT. 

SUN EXPECTS CONGRESS' FIRST QUESTION, WHEN ASKED 
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FOR INDOCHINA SUPPLEMENTAL, TO BE HOW PRES PROPOSES 
TO GET EXTRA ARMS AND SUPPLIES TO PP. POINT WILL 
BE WHETHER COMMITMENT TO SUPPLY GKR WITH MORE ARMS 
IMPUTES COMMITMENT TO DELIVER GOODS. QUOTES US 
DIPLOMATS IN BANGKOK THAT BERLIN-SIZED AIR! .TFT 
IMPOSSIBLE DUE TO GKR INABILITY TO PROVIDE SECURITY 
AGAINST AA FIRE. SEES THIS WARNING PROVIDING 
"ONLY A SAMPLE" OF RISK OF DEEPER US INVOLVEMENT 
INHERENT IN ANY COMMITMENT TO BRING LARGE QUANTITIES 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF WAR MATERIAL TO PP. OPINES THAT US INVOLVEMENT 
WITH GKR IN MANY WAYS "LESS UNATTRACTIVE" AND LESS 
BINDING THAN THAT WITH SVN. NOTES KHMERS WANTED TO 

FIGHT FOR THEIR TERRITORY AND US GAVE THEM WEAPONS. 

POINTS OUT THAT LON NOL, UNDER US PRESSURE, HAS MADE 
SOME GENUINE. IF LESS-THAN-EFFECTIVE, EFFORTS TO 
CLEAN UP CORRUPTION, AND KHMER SOLDIER "REGULARLY 
DEMONSTRATES A MARTIAL SPIRIT" THAT IS LESS OFTEN 
SEEN AMONG SOUTH VIETS. BELIEVES TEMPTING TO FEEL 
WE SHOULD ASSIST SUCH AN ALLY SO LONG AS HE IS WILLING 
TO FIGHT. SAYS NOTHING HAS YET COME TO LIGHT TO 
SUGGEST SIHANOUK'S REPLACEMENT BY CURRENT REGIME 
WAS ACHIEVED UNDER US AUSPICES, SO LESS REASON TO PROP 
IT UP THAN WOULD BE IN CASE OF SVN. AND EVEN LESS 
REASON TO MAKE NEW COMMITMENTS THAT WOULD RISK DEEPER 
US INVOLVEMENT, AS MIGHT BE CASE WITH PROMISE OF 
WEAPONS THAT COULD BE DELIVERED ONLY BY MASSIVE AIRLIFT. 

WP CONSIDERS NEW POLITICS OF FOOD AID, NOTING ADMIN IS 
PRODUCING RECORD WORTHY OF PRAISE. RECALLS IN 1974 
CONGRESS LIMITED "POLITICAL" FOOD AID TO 30-PCT WHICH 
LEFT ADMIN WITH NOT ENOUGH FOOD. IN ITS JUDGMENT, TO 
MEET POLITICAL OBJECTIVES IN COUNTRIES SUCH AS SVN 
AND EGYPT. TO MAKE 30-PCT SLICE LARGER, ADMIN AGREED 
TO INCREASE TOTAL PROGRAM. WP CALLS IT NEAT POLITICAL 
DEAL, BUT SEES FUTURE OF FOOD AID AS FAR FROM ASSURED 
AND WHOLE PROGRAM "THOROUGHLY POLITICAL ISSUE." 

9. CHINA 

IN FOURTH OF FIVE-PART SERIES ON WORLDWIDE "FEAR OF 
SCARCITY," CSM'S OKA HOLDS THAT SOLE SOCIETY THAT 
SO FAR SEEMS TO HAVE MANAGED GIGANTIC FEAT OF MAKING 
MAXIMUM USE OF HUMAN RESOURCES AND MINIMUM USE OF 
OBVIOUSLY WORKS." UNLIKE OTHER DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, 
CHINESE HAVE NOT RUSHED TO IMPORT LATEST AND BEST IN 
WESTERN INDUSTRY AND TECHNOLOGY. THEIR AGRICULTURE 
HAS BEEN TRANSFORMED, HILLS LEVELED, GULLIES FILLED 
IN, AND ALL DONE MOSTLY BY HUMAN FEET AND HANDS. 
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CHINESE ARE IN DEBT TO NO ONE, BEHOLDEN O NO ONE. 

THEIR PEOPLE ARE HEALTHY, AND THERE IS NO STARVATION. 

WERE 20 MILLION PEOPLE KILLED IN PROCESS OF ACHIEVING 
THIS SOCIETY? MOST CHINA EXPERTS CONSIDER FIGURE 
GROSSLY EXAGGERATED, AND RUTH WILL PROBABLY NEVER 
BE KNOWN; BUT CHINESE HAVE PAID HIGH PRCE, IN HUMAN 
TERMS, FOR WHAT THEY HAVE ACCOMPLISHED. SO FAR, 

PRC DOES NOT SEEM TO HAVE SCORED NOTABLE SUCCESSES IN 
TEACHING OTHER COUNTRIES THEIR METHODS OF ORGANIZATION. 

METHODS WOULD NOT WORK IN WEST, OR IN JAPAN, 

BECAUSE THEY REQUIRE WILLING SUBMERGENCE OF INDIVIDUAL 
IN MASS THAT MOST WESTERNERS WOULD FIND INTOLERABLE. 

NEVERTHELESS, SAYS OKA, CHINESE EXAMPLE CHALLENGES 
WESTERN CITADEL OF MATERIAL ABUNDANCE. HOW IS SOCIETY 
WHOSE NOBLEST ACHIEVEMENTS ARE BASED ON PROGRESSIVE 
LIBERATION OF INDIVIDUAL MAN TO SURVIVE? BY ADOPTING 
COLLECTIVIST METHODS? REAL ANSWER WILL NOT BE FOUND 
IN REALMS OF DOCTRINE OR THEORY. TO GIVE CHINESE THEIR 
DUE, THEIR SOLUTIONS DID NOT SPRING FULLBLOWN FROM 
MARXIST-LENINIST DOGMA, EVEN AS MODIFIED BY MAO. THEY 
WERE WORKED OUT STEP BY PAINFUL STEP WITHIN FRAMEWORK 
OF THEIR PARTICULAR VISION. AND WITH ALL THEIR FAULTS 
AND SHORTCOMINGS, VISITORS CREDIT THEM WITH EVOLVING 
MORE OR LESS EGALITARIAN SOCIETY GEARED TO FAIR SHARING 
OF SCARCITY. THOSE WHO BELIEVE IN INDIVIDUALITY AND 
LIMITLESS CAPABILITIES OF MAN UNDER SUPREME SPIRITUAL 
POWER ARE CHALLENGED AS NEVER BEFORE TO ACCEPT AND 
PRACTICE FULL CONSEQUENCES OF THEIR VISION. 

LAT’S ELEGANT, IN HK, SEES NEW PRC CONSTITUTION 
PROMISING MASSES MUCH GREATER INTELLECTUAL/ECON 
FREEDOMS, WHILE AT SAME TIME ABOLISHING ALL PRETENSE 
OF POLITICAL FREEDOM OR DEMOCRACY, AS UNDERSTOOD IN 
WEST. FOR CHINA, MOST STRIKING ASPECT OF NEW "CHOW 
MEIN COMMUNISM" IS REPUDIATION OF IMPOSSIBLE GOALS 
MAO SOUGHT TO ATTAIN BY RUTHLESSLY "REMOLDING" 

LHARACTER OF EVERY CHINESE INDIVIDUAL FOR BENEFIT 
OF INTERNATIONAL SOCIALIST MOVEMENT. LIKE SOVIET 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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LEADERS, CHINESE HAVE NOW RECOGNIZED LIMITS OF HUMAN 
PERFECTABILITY ; THEY ARE MORE CONCERNED WITH 
EVOLUTIONARY DAY-TO-DAY PROGRESS THROUGH SMALL ADVANCES 
THAN WITH "GREAT LEAPS" TOWARD ALMOST UNEARTHY IDEAL 
OF MANKIND (FEB 12). INGERSOLL 
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
